ELDER FRY. 
Elder Levi Fry was born in Somerset 
Co., Shade township, State of Pennsylva- 
nia on the 25th day of September, A. D. f 
1819. At the age of 21 years came to 
Indiana Co., Cherry Hill township, Pa. 
On the 4th day of July, A. D., 1843, he 
became interrnarried with Mary Ann 
Craig. In August of the same year both 
united with the Brethren church. About 
two years later he was chosen and instalb 
ed into the office of "deacon," and serv- 
ed in that capacity for about one year. 
He was then called to the rninistry but 
only got into the second degree (as the 
custom then was, thret. On account of 
the jealousy of some others who were 
probably ambitious and solicitous for po- 
sition he never was advanced to the full 
rninistry or "Bishoprick." But he served 
faithfully in his rninistry as a truc servant 
of the Divine Master until the time of the 
division in 1882. Since that time he has 
not been active in the rninistry. He is 
the only surviving member of the first 
congrega tion of the chmch in Indiana Co., 
Pa., known as the "Manorcongregation," 
and was the first and only one of that 
congregation who took a Gospel alone 
stand after the general division came. 
Through his solicitations elder J. B. 
Wampler of Blanco, Armstrong Co., Pa., 
visited his place, held meetings, assisted 
in fecunstructing with five raembers, all 
aged persons and who had been members 
before the division in 1882. Since that 
time four departed this life. However, 
this liltle plant of God'sright hand plant- 
ing consists of seventeen active members 
with ourdear old brother whose head and 
beard are white as wool standing firm up- 
on the '«sòlid rock," knowing full well 
that "all other ground is sinking sand. " 
On the i3th of July, 1877, death visited 
the home of Brother fry and took away 
from him his companion who was a true 
wife and faithful hand-maiden of the Lord 
until death. Some time afterward Elder 
Fry became interrnarried with Alice Fish- 
er, who also became a member of the 
church with her husband. Both are still 
living and active members at this writing. 
Elder Fry served in the rninistry about 
forty-nine years, has been a member of 
the church about fifty-three years. May 
God bless him abundantly in his declin 
ing life.
